PESCOSOLIDO  BECOMES  PRESIDENT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


"Governor  Dummer  had  a  very  positive  impact  on  my 
life.  I  am  privileged  to  serve  as  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  to  return  to  G.D.A.,  in  my  own  small  way, 
a  portion  of  what  it  gave  to  me." 

There  are  few  men  in  this  world  who  have  the  commit- 
ment to  and  enthusiasm  for  a  school  as  has  Carl  "Skip" 
Pescosolido,  Jr.  '55,  the  new  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  Formerly  Vice-President  of  the  Board, 
Pescosolido  assumed  leadership  in  September  when 
Richard  D.  Phippen    '38,  resigned  after  over  seven  years 
as  President.  Phippen  remains  as  a  member  of  the  Board. 


An  Ipswich,  Mass.,  native,  Pescosolido  has  served  the 
school  in  many  capacities  since  his  coming  to  the 
Academy  as  a  sophomore  in  September  of  1952.  A 
member  of  Art  Sager's  dorm,  "Skip"  immediately  became 
involved  in  many  aspects  of  school  life.  Still  remembered 
as  one  of  the  finest  athletes  in  the  history  of  the 
Academy,  he  played  football  for  three  years  and  was  a 
member  of  both  winter  and  spring  track  teams  for  three. 
At  one  point  he  held  school  records  in  the  shot  put, 
javelin,  high  jump,  broad  jump  and  both  high  and  low

hurdles.  After  over  twenty-five  years  his  record  for  the 
broad  jump  (winter  season)  remains.  During  the  first 
game  of  his  final  football  season,  however,  he  experi- 
enced a  serious  knee  injury  which  severely  limited  his 
athletic  performances.  A  nationally  ranked  decathalete, 
he  was  unable  to  compete  in  this  event  again.  But  his 
value  to  the  track  teams  at  G.D.A.  was  tremendous. 
Coach  Bill  Sperry  recalls  "  he  was  the  best  clutch  per- 
former that  I  can  remember  in  my  years  of  coaching." 
Winner  of  both  the  Goodwin  Athletic  Award  and  the 
Somerby  Track  Prize  and  captain  of  the  football  and 
spring  track,  Pescosolido  made  his  initial  mark  on  the 
Academy  in  the  realm  of  athletics. 

His  service  to  the  Academy  as  a  student  was,  however, 
not  limited  to  the  athletic  field.  A  respected  member  of 
the  Senior  Council,  he  was  on  the  staffs  of  The  Archon 
and  Milestones  as  well  as  participating  in  the  Glee  Club 
and  Religious  Discussion  groups.  Nicknamed  "Pesky"  by 
his  classmates,  he  was  described  in  the  1955  Milestone  as 
"the  Governor's  athlete  on  crutches.  .  .  " 

Following  his  graduation,  he  moved  on  to  Harvard 
where  he  received  his  Cum  Laude  degree  in  Economics  in 
June  of  1959.  Despite  recurring  knee  problems  he  won 
three  Varsity  letters  in  Track,  by  throwing  the  javelin, 
running  the  hurdles  and  pole  vaulting. 

His  post-graduate  career  began  with  four  years  of 
teaching  and  coaching,  first  at  Morgan  Park  Academy  in 
Chicago  and  then  at  Berkshire  School  in  Sheffield,  Mass. 
"Although  my  final  objective  was  the  business  world,  my 
years  of  teaching  developed  my  belief  in  the  importance 
of  strong  independent  secondary  education."  As  a  teacher 
of  English  and  History  and  as  head  coach  of  football  and 
track  his  involvement  with  students,  administrators  and 
faculty  provided  him  with  an  important  professional 
background  in  education  which  has  served  him  well  as  a 
Trustee. 

A  family-owned  oil  company  took  him  away  from  the 
teaching  world  in  1964.  By  1972  he  had  moved  to 
California  and  he  became  President  of  Cal-Ranch.  He  is 
now  farming  many  California  specialty  crops,  and  heads 
a  marketing  organization  delivering  these  commodities  to 
many  world  markets. 

As  an  alumnus,  Mr.  Pescosolido  has  had  a  long  and 
distinguished  career.  Since  his  graduation  he  has  con- 
tributed to  the  Annual  Fund  with  an  almost  unparalleled 
consistency.  He  has  given  generously  of  his  time  as  a 
class  agent  for  a  number  of  years  and  has  never  failed  to 
fulfill  his  liberal  pledges  to  the  capital  fund  campaigns. 
He  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1970,  became 
Vice-President  of  the  Board  in  1973,  and  served  diligently 
under  Richard  D.  Phippen  for  seven  years. 

Elected  as  President  of  the  Board  this  fall,  Pescosolido's 
record  assures  that  he  will  provide  the  spirited  leadership 
that  the  Academy  needs.  His  constant  communications 
with  the  school  evidence  an  uncommon  interest  and  con- 
cern for  the  advancement  of  the  institution.  The  Archon 
welcomes  him  in  his  new  position  and  extends  its  heart- 
felt thanks  to  outgoing  President  Phippen  who  over 
seven  and  a  half  eventful  and  progressive  years  has  main- 
tained the  Academy  in  its  place  as  one  of  the  leading  in- 
dependent schools  in  the  country.

OSGOOD  -  NEW  VICE-PRESIDENT 

When  Carl  Pescosolido  was  a  lowly  sophomore,  learn- 
ing his  way  around  campus,  Dick  Osgood  was  a  hard- 
working, involved  senior  getting  ready  to  move  on  to 
Dartmouth.  Now  the  two  are  working  closely,  with 
Osgood  taking  over  from  Pescosolido  as  Vice-President 
of  the  Board. 

Richard  Buck  Osgood    '53  spent  four  productive  years 
as  a  student  on  the  Byfield  campus  and  was  involved  in  a 
broad  range  of  campus  activities.  Described  by  his 
former  teachers  as  "hard-working",  "persistent"  and 
"very  able",  Osgood  worked  his  way  onto  the  football 
and  hockey  teams  and  managed  Buster  Navins'  baseball 
squad.  He  was  a  strong  member  of  the  Glee  Club,  The 
Archon  staff  and  the  Commencement  Committee  and 
showed  during  his  high  school  days  the  sense  of  respon- 
sibility and  commitment  that  have  thrust  him  into  his 
position  on  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

September  of  1953  saw  Mr.  Osgood  enter  Dartmouth, 
where  he  received  his  bachelor's  degree  in  1957.  He 
received  his  Masters  Degree  in  Business  Administration 
from  the  Amos  Tuck  School,  also  in  Hanover,  N.H. 
While  at  Dartmouth  he  was  active  in  fraternity  affairs, 
the  Sailing  Club  and  was  the  photography  editor  for  The 
Dartmouth. 

Although  a  lifetime  resident  of  the  North  Shore  of 
Massachusetts,  he  moved  in  1960  to  Chicago  where  he 
worked  for  the  Northern  Trust  Company;  a  brief  stay  in 
the  midwest  was  followed  by  a  return  to  Boston  and  the 
First  National  Bank  where  he  acted  as  a  security  analyst. 
In  1968  he  moved  on  to  the  Paine  Furniture  Company 
where  he  is  now  Financial  Vice-President. 

Like  Pescosolido,  Osgood  has  spent  a  great  deal  of 
time  following  his  graduation  involved  in  Academy  and 
alumni  affairs.  A  consistent  and  generous  donor  to  the 
Annual  Fund,  which  he  describes  as  "the  lifeblood  of  the 
Academy,"  he  served  as  his  class  agent  for  a  number  of 
years  before  giving  way  to  Bill  Plumer  '53,  who  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Board. 

In  June  of  1967  Osgood  was  appointed  an  Alumni 
Fellow  to  the  Board  and  before  his  term  had  expired  he 
was  elected  to  full  membership.  He  quickly  moved  on  to 
become  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  in  1971,  where  he 
remained  until  1978,  when  he  yielded  to  George 
McGregor  '51. 

As  the  new  Vice-President  of  the  Board,  Osgood  will 
chair  the  Trustee  Executive  Committee,  a  key  element 
not  only  in  the  future  but  in  the  daily  workings  of  the 
school.  The  Academy  is  fortunate  to  have  the  leadership 
of  so  able  and  caring  an  individual.

The  Coach  Walks  Away

Joe  Hoague  '37  recently  retired  as  football  coach  at 
Melrose  High  School.  He  is  a  long  time  supporter 
of  Governor  Dummer  and  has  been  an  enthusiastic 
supporter  of  Put  Flint's  efforts  for  the  Class  of 
1937.  The  Archon  is  pleased  to  reprint  (courtesy 
of  the  Boston  Globe)  this  article  about  a  fine  alum- 
nus and  great  educator  and  coach. 

The  house  on  Richardson  Road  in  Melrose  is  up  for 
sale  now,  and  that  figures  because  the  kids  mostly  are 
gone  to  live  their  own  lives.  One  daughter  still  is  around, 
but  she's  a  sophomore  at  UMass  and  she'll  be  moving 
along  pretty  soon  so  that  will  be  that. 

It's  time  to  sell.  The  departure  of  seven  kids  empties  a 
house. 

"I  don't  know  where  we'll  go,  exactly,"  Joe  Hoague 
said  yesterday,  making  plans  for  his  wife  and  himself. 
"Well  look  at  the  Cape.  Maybe  New  Hampshire.  I've 
always  loved  New  Hampshire." 

"Who  knows?  Maybe  Horida,  the  heat  situation  being 
what  it  is.  I  hear  you  don't  have  to  shovel  sunshine." 

He  is  retired  now,  62  year  old  and  one  heart  attack 
already  in  his  medical  history,  so  that  completes  the  pic- 
ture. He  will  sell.  Sure  he  will  sell.  He  has  time  to  enjoy 
some  long  afternoons  of  leisure. 

"I'm  learning,"  he  said.  "I've  found  out  what  a  golf 
club  feels  like  in  your  hands." 

For  all  of  his  adult  life,  take  away  three  years  in  the 
South  Pacific  on  a  PT  boat,  Joe  Hoague  was  a  football 
coach.  He  wasn't  Vince  Lombardi,  perhaps,  and  he  never 
had  the  national  notoriety  of  a  Bear  Bryant  or  John 
McKay,  but  don't  tell  that  to  the  people  of  Melrose.  He 
was  the  football  coach. 

He  coached  for  22  years  at  Melrose  High  School,  stan- 
ding on  the  school  athletic  field  as  a  hard  and  tough 
autumn  statue,  a  big  man  with  a  crewcut  and  a  drill- 
sergeant  disposition.  The  boy  children  of  the  town  were 
fed  through  him  and  he  groused  at  them  and  told  them 
to  run  here,  not  there,  and  to  begin  all  over  again.  Every 
now  and  then  he  doled  out  a  kind  word,  just  to  keep 
everyone  listening.  He  was  a  cupcake  covered  in  con- 
crete. A  good  high  school  coach. 

It's  funny  how  lives  go.  Some  people  never  know  what 
they're  going  to  be,  always  searching.  Some  know  from 
the  beginning.  Joe  Hoague  always  was  doing  what  he 
wanted  to  do. 

"I  was  in  grammar  school  and  I  knew  what  I  wanted 
to  be,"  he  said.  "All  I  ever  wanted  to  be  was  a  teacher- 
coach.  I  would  cut  out  picture  of  football  players,  things 
like  that.  I  knew." 

He  was  raised  in  Weston  and  went  to  school  at 
Governor  Dummer  and  then  to  Colgate  and  then  he 


played  some  professional  football.  He  was  a  fullback  and 
a  linebacker  for  the  Pittsburgh  Steelers,  two-way  football 
then,  and  after  the  interruption  for  World  War  II  he 
played  another  year  with  the  old  Boston  Yanks  before  he 
had  to  quit  "to  make  some  money." 

"I  was  married  by  then  and  had  three  kids,"  he  said. 
"You  couldn't  make  enough  playing  football  in  those 
days  to  support  a  family  like  that,  so  I  had  to  quit.  I 
hear  these  guys  bellyaching  today  about  salaries.  Huh. 
They  ought  to  be  ashamed." 

His  first  head  coaching  job  was  in  Taunton  in  1947. 
Since  he  never  had  been  able  to  figure  what  the  hell  the 
Chicago  Bears  were  doing  to  him  when  he  played  against 
their  T  formation,  he  began  with  that.  He  spent  four 
years  in  Taunton,  seven  in  Natick,  then  arrived  in 
Melrose  in  1958.  The  T  formation  became  the  Wing  T 
and  the  I  and  the  Power  I  and  the  Pro  Slot  and  just 
about  any  arrangement  of  11  men  in  helmets  ever 
devised. 

"That's  a  big  part  of  enjoying  the  job,"  Joe  Hoague 
said.  "Sure  it  is.  Figuring  out  what  you're  supposed  to 
do.  Breaking  down  the  films.  Trying  to  beat  someone 
else." 

A  bigger  part  of  enjoying  the  job  was  just  the  kids. 
Watching  them.  Seeing  them  change.  Seeing  how  they  all 
come  out.  The  letters  are  nice,  from  the  doctors  and 
lawyers  and  everyone  else.  What's  the  common  line?  I 
understand  now  what  I  didn't  understand  then.  I  see 
what  you  were  trying  to  do. 

"The  kids  never  changed  much,"  Joe  Hoague  said. 
"Not  the  athletes,  anyway.  Oh,  it's  more  liberal  now,  I 
guess.  Kids  do  more  things  now.  Drink  some  beer  and  all 
that.  But  they're  basically  still  the  same.  I  even  think  the 
discipline  is  coming  back." 

He  retired  at  the  end  of  last  season  for  a  number  of 
reasons.  The  Melrose  School  Committe,  "five  women  on 
it,  none  of  them  understanding  what  we  were  trying  to 
do,"  was  part  of  his  decision.  There  was  some  talent  to 
leave  behind  with  unbeaten  freshman  and  sophomore 
teams,  a  junior  varsity  team  with  only  one  loss,  so  that 
was  good  for  whoever  would  replace  him.  Another 
reason.  There  also  was  the  heart  atttack  a  few  years  ago 
to  consider. 

It  was  just  time.  He  had  won  202  games. 

"I'm  not  sure  how  many  I  lost."  Joe  Hoague  said.  "I've 
got  it  written  down  somewhere,  but  it's  in  a  box  under  a 
lot  of  other  boxes.  It's  too  tough  to  find." 

The  news  yesterday  was  that  he  was  named  to  the- 
National  High  School  Football  Coaches  Hall  of  Fame.  It 
is  a  nice  honor  because  only  three  coaches  in  the  entire 
country  are  chosen  each  year.  This  year  it  is  the  Joe 
Hoague  of  Greensboro  N.C.,  and  the  Joe  Hoague  of* 
Brownsville,  Texas,  and  the  Joe  Hoague  of  Melrose, 
Mass.  Their  achievements  will  be  celebrated  at  a  dinner 
in  Los  Angeles,    a  reminder  that  the  entire  world  of  sport 
is  not  wrapped  in  a  coaxial  cable  and  shipped  out  every 
Sunday  for  mass  consumption,  that  there  are  a  lot  of 
people  working  away  at  the  far  end,  away  from  the 
finished  product. 

A  Joe  Hoague  works  in  most  towns. 

"Oh,  I  imagine  I'll  be  out  at  the  field  Saturday,"  Joe 
Hoague  of  Melrose  said.  "Maiden  at  Melrose.  The 
opener.  I'll  be  there  with  a  notebook  in  my  hand.  I  don't 
know  why,  but  I  don't  suspect  I'll  ever  be  able  to  watch 
a  football  game  without  a  notebook.  It's  just  part  of  me 
by  now." 

Part  of  what  he  always  wanted  to  do.

REFLECTIONS  OF  AN  ALUMNI 
PHONER

Dave  Yesair  '50  is  a  native  and  current  resident 
of  Byfield.  He  was  a  day  student  at  GDA  from 
1947  through  1950,  graduated  with  a  B.S.  from  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  (Amherst)  in  1954  and 
completed  his  Ph.D.  in  Biochemistry  from  Cornell 
University  in  1958.  He  is  currently  Vice  President 
for  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  in  Cambridge,  has  a 
faculty  appointment  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  and  teaches  a  course  for  graduate 
students.  He  and  his  wife  Ruth  have  three  children, 
Karen  graduated  from  GDA  in  1974.  His  family 
has  a  long  Governor  Dummer  legacy  and  his  Uncle 
John  Yesair  was  the  2nd  winner  of  the  Morse  Flag 
at  the  Academy.  Dave  is  a  two  year  veteran 
phoner,  who  was  introduced  to  the  Phonathons  by 
Tim  Greene  '50. 

I  have  always  had  good  impressions  and  warm 
memories  of  Governor  Dummer  Academy  and  always 
looked  forward  to  the  many  reunions.  I'm  pretty  sure 
(aren't  we  all)  that  I  annually  give  to  the  Alumni  Fund. 
But  for  most  of  the  twenty-eight  years  following  my 
graduation  in  1950,  I  was  seldom  involved  in  alumni  af- 
fairs. Most  of  us  fall  into  this  category;  rarely  do  we 
volunteer;  yet  we  might  if  we  were  asked. 

When  my  friend  Tim  Greene  called  and  asked  me  to 
help  out  at  a  telethon  two  years  ago,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  I  had  certain  fears  and  trepidations  about  par- 
ticipating. To  begin  with,  I  assumed  that  the  telethons 
and  the  Development  Office  staff  people  represent  a 
select  group  of  long  standing.  Thus  how  do  I  break  thru 
the  barrier  of  being  a  newcomer  and  become  a  successful 
and  accepted  phoner.  I  found  that  the  callers  ranged  in 
age  from  the  class  of  1928  to  the  class  of  1980.  If  you're 
lucky  as  I  was,  there  will  be  veteran  phoners  like  my 
classmates  Tim  Greene  and  Souther  Barnes  who  were 
there  my  first  evening.  If  you're  not,  you'll  still  find  that 
the  experienced  phoners,  be  they  Put  Hint  '37  or  Abner 
Mason  '80  will  give  you  a  warm  welcome  and  a  helping 
hand  in  making  that  first  telephone  call.  I  quickly 
realized  that  the  GDA  community  transends  age  barriers 
and  that  I  could  relax  and  enjoy  the  company  of  my 
fellow  phoners. 

Secondly,  and  probably  most  importantly,  most  people 
(myself  included)  do  not  like  to  go  out  and  ask  for 
money,  especially  from  their  friends.  Initially  I  was  sure 


that  I  would  not  be  a  repeater.  But  after  talking  to  my 
classmates,  rehashing  our  youth  for  a  moment  and  hear- 
ing their  enthusiasm  about  our  common  experiences  at 
GDA,  the  asking  for  a  donation  became  a  meaningful 
task  and  my  classmates  were,  far  more  often  than  not, 
very  eager  to  contribute.  After  calling  my  classmates  for 
an  evening,  I  carried  away  a  feeling  of  enjoyment  and,  to 
be  honest,  a  jealousy  of  those  who  had  done  this  for 
years.  It  must  now  be  obvious  that  I  am  a  committed 
phoner. 

The  personal  benefits  I  have  derived  from  my  phoning 
are  many.  I  have  regained  a  feeling  of  closeness  to  the 
Academy.  I  have  rekindled  friendships  that  I  thought  had 
dwindled  over  the  years,  but  which  I  now  find  very 
precious  to  me.  I  have  enjoyed  talking  with  my  com- 
patriots about  memories  that  have  meaning  to  me.  And  I 
have  been  able  to  help  Governor  Dummer  raise  some  of 
the  funds  which  are  needed  to  help  today's  students. 
These  benefits  make  a  couple  of  evenings  a  year  not  only 
rewarding  but  immensely  enjoyable. 

All  of  us  realize  that  to  expect  the  $1000  gift  from 
every  call  is  unrealistic,  but  if  we  can  maintain  personal 
contact  with  alumni,  we  can  keep  alive  some  important 
traditions,  renew  our  old  friendships,  increase  our  par- 
ticipation in  alumni  activities,  develop  an  awareness  of 
GDA  today  and  help  the  Academy  meet  its  financial  and 
student  needs  of  tomorrow.  I  see  myself  and  every 
Governor  Dummer  alumnus,  as  a  GDA  ambassador. 

I  know  that  at  some  future  date  it  will  be  impossible 
for  me  to  make  some  of  the  phonathons.  It  is  inevitable. 
The  Development  Office  at  GDA  has,  however,  indicated 
that  they  would  be  willing  to  provide  me  or  any  other 
alumnus  a  packet  including  instructions,  phonathon  cards 
and  anything  else  that  I  might  need  so  that  I  can  phone 
at  my  convenience.  Therefore,  you  do  not  have  to  live  in 
Byfield,  Boston  or  New  York  to  be  a  successful  phoner. 
So  be  a  part  of  the  phonathons,  get  in  touch  with  your 
old  friends  and  help  the  Academy. 

As  each  of  us  grows  older,  the  memories  become  in- 
creasingly precious.  I  know  that  I  do  not  want  them  to 
fade  away,  just  as  I  do  not  want  today's  students  to  be 
limited  in  their  educational  experience  because  of  only 
minimal  alumni  support.  By  making  contacts  and 
spreading  the  goodwill  of  GDA,  a  return  on  your  invest- 
ment of  time  will  be  realized  in  your  own  enjoyment  and 
satisfaction  and  in  thw  long  range  stability  of  the  school. 

I  look  forward  to  seeing  many  more  of  you  at  our 
phonathons  in  the  future.

PETER  HARRIS 

The  Governor  Dummer  Class  of  1971  has  become  prominent  in 
Academy  circles  for  its  ability  to  uncover  and  develop  dedicated  and  en- 
thusiastic alumni.  Peter  Harris  is  now  the  third  member  of  the  Class  of  '71 
to  join  the  GDA  faculty,  although  Barry  Burlingham,  for  three  years 
Associate  Director  of  Development,  has  since  moved  on  to  Harvard. 

Peter  returns  to  GDA  after  a  successful  stint  as  a  teacher,  research  assis- 
tant and  student.  A  1976  graduate  of  Trinity  College,  where  he  won  var- 


sity letters  in  cross-country,  basketball,  lacrosse  and  crew,  Peter  received  a 
degree  in  Biology.  From  Trinity  he  moved  on  to  teach  at  the  Benjamin 
School  in  Palm  Beach,  Florida,  where  his  initial  teaching  experience  rein- 
forced his  views  on  the  value  of  independent  school  education.

MARILEE  FULTON 

The  English  Department  added  a  new  member  to  an  already  strong  staff 
with  the  arrival  in  September  of  Marilee  Fulton,  who  brings  over  ten  years 
of  teaching  experience  to  Governor  Dummer. 

Although  she  is  in  the  process  of  finishing  her  doctoral  thesis  (The  place 
of  History  in  the  Writings  of  Virginia  Woolf),  Marilee  wanted  to  get  back 
into  the  classroom  on  the  secondary  level.  A  graduate  of  Dana  Hall 
School,  Mount  Holyoke  College  (B.A.)  and  the  University  of  Virginia 
(MA.)  Marilee  has  taught  English  and  Drama  to  students  from  the  fifth 
grade  through  the  college  level. 

While  working  on  her  Ph.D  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  she 
taught  a  Freshman  Seminar  in  English,  a  course  in  Fiction  and  team-taught 
a  film  course  with  two  other  teachers.  But  "I  have  always  liked  teaching  in 
the  prep  school  atmosphere  and  found  Governor  Dummer  the  type  of 
open  and  friendly  school  that  1  was  looking  for." 

Her  students  are,  for  the  most  part,  "eager  and  willing  to  learn,"  and 
she  finds  this  type  of  student  most  enjoyable  to  work  with.  Marilee's 
teaching  career  began  at  Northfield  School  (now  Northfield-Mount 
Hermon),  continued  at  the  Derby  Academy,  and  for  a  year  in  an  English 
state  school  which  she  found  to  be  ".  .  .  an  invaluable  experience  as  far  as 
giving  me  a  perspective  on  our  educational  system  and  priorities."

New  teacher  and  coach  David  Moore 

DAVID  MOORE 

Periodically  Governor  Dummer  is  fortunate  enough  to  gain  the  services 
of  a  skilled  and  experienced  teaching  professional  from  the  public  school 
ranks.  David  Moore  has  joined  the  staff  of  Governor  Dummer  after  15 
years  of  experience  in  the  Massachusetts  public  schools,  the  last  14  at  Pen- 
tucket  Regional  High  School  in  West  Newbury. 

A  math  and  physics  teacher,  David  has  also  taught  at  Northeastern 
University.  David  made  the  switch  to  the  independent  school  world  for  a 
number  of  reasons,  first  and  foremost  of  which  was  that  he  was  disen- 
chanted with  the  lack  of  motivation  on  the  part  of  some  students  and 
some  faculty  alike  in  the  public  school  system.  He  made,  therefore,  a 
conscious  decision  to  move  into  industry  or  on  to  independent  school 
teaching. 


For  all  of  his  post  graduate  career  David  has  been  a  teacher;  along  the 
way  he  has  turned  down  several  lucrative  business  offers.  But  teaching 
young  people  and  helping  them  to  grow  into  complete  human  beings  has 
been  his  foremost  concern.  His  last  few  years,  however,  saw  grade  infla- 
tion, apathy  and  program-cutting  damage  the  standards  of  education.  "I 
felt  that  my  job  no  longer  commanded  the  respect  of  the  general  public, 
and  that  made  me  reevaluate  my  role  as  an  educator." 

His  summer  work  as  a  policeman  in  Hampton,  New  Hampshire, 
brought  him  in  contact  with  Academy  football  coach  Ed  Rybicki,  himself 
a  former  public  school  teacher,  who  suggested  that  David  apply  for  a 
position  at  GDA.  For  both  David  and  the  Academy  that  suggestion  has 
paid  great  dividends.  "I  have  not  been  as  excited  about  teaching  in  the  last 
15  years  and  am  once  again  proud  to  be  a  teacher".  David  feels  that  his 
attitude  is  not  unique  among  the  faculty,  and  he  is  immeasureably 
impressed  with  the  real  concern  of  both  faculty  and  administration  for  the 
welfare  of  the  individual  student. 

David  and  his  wife,  Robin,  have  taken  over  the  renovated  first  floor  of 
Moody,  and  although  they  had  never  lived  in  a  dormitory  atmosphere 
before,  he  is  discovering  that  ".  .  .  slowly  but  surely  the  dorm  is  develop- 
ing into  a  family  situation." 

Aside  from  his  academic  responsibilities,  David  is  an  avid  athlete  and 
runner  who  has  run  the  New  York  Marathon  and  qualified  for  the  Boston 
Marathon.  He  left  Pentucket  as  the  winningest  tennis  coach  in  the  Cape 
Ann  League  and  is  a  member  of  the  United  States  Professional  Tennis 
Association. 

The  Academy  could  not  be  more  pleased  in  having  such  an  outspoken, 
committed  and  eager  new  member  of  the  faculty  whose  importance  is  felt 
in  almost  every  aspect  of  Academy  life.

Bob  Colgate 

It  is  a  rare  occasion  when  a  school  can  find  a  person 
talanted  and  experienced  to  come  in  from  outside  the 
school  and  take  over  the  difficult  role  of  the  Dean  of 
Students.  Governor  Dummer  has  been  extremely  for- 
tunate this  year,  however,  in  gaining  the  services  of  Bob 
Colgate,  who  has  handled  the  transition  with  an  uncanny 
smoothness. 

Educated  at  St.  Marks,  Gettysburg  (B.A.,  1969)  and 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  (M.A.,  1980)  Bob  has 
spent  his  entire  career  involved  with  young  people  in 
camps,  schools  and  recreation  centers.  His  opportunity  to 
come  to  GDA  came  while  he  was  finishing  his  Masters 
Degree  in  Education  at  UNH  and  when  Dean  Dave 
Williams  decided  to  return  to  a  full-time  teaching  role  as 
Chairman  of  the  History  Department. 

His  experience  at  St.  Marks  gave  Bob  a  number  of 
superficial  impressions  of  GDA  prior  to  his  appointment. 
"I  had  no  conception  of  the  importance  or  the  strength  of 
the  traditions  at  Governor  Dummer  before  I  came,"  com- 
mented Bob  during  a  brief  moment  of  quiet  in  his  office 


in  Phillips  on  a  cloudy  fall  afternoon.  "I  was  pleasantly 
surprised  at  the  friendliness  of  the  student  body  and  the 
faculty  as  I  went  through  the  interviewing  process,  and 
continue  to  be  impressed  today." 

He  is  especially  grateful  to  his  fellow  faculty  members 
who  ".  .  .  went  out  of  their  way  to  help  me  get 
organized  and  who  realized  that  my  success  could  be  a 
help  to  them  in  their  duties."  As  an  administrator,  Bob 
feels  strongly  that  the  administration  of  the  school  has 
been  able  to  deal  effectively  with  the  problems  of  the  in- 
dividual student,  a  fact  which  in  turn  enables  the  school 
to  run  smoothly  and  pleasantly. 

As  the  Dean  of  Students,  Bob  is  forced  to  deal  with 
both  the  major  and  minor  disciplinary  problems  of  the 
school  and  has  been  pleased  to  find  that  ".  .  .  the  kids 
are  receptive  to  reasonable  suggestions  .  .  .  are  happy, 
and  are  relatively  content  with  school  restrictions."  The 
students,  Bob  feels,  preceive  a  receptiveness  on  the  part 
of  the  school  to  their  problems  and  have  an  ".  .  .  ex- 
cellent spirit  of  cooperation  towards  each  other  and  the 
school." 

His  time  away  from  the  classroom  is  spent  on  the  field 
and  court  where  he  is  a  talented  and  knowledgeable 
coach,  as  well  as  canoeing  on  any  river  he  can  find.  Bob 
has  taken  groups  of  people  on  rivers  in  the  Arctic  Circle, 
Saskatchewan  and  Maine  in  both  a  commercial  and  per- 
sonal capacity.  He,  his  wife,  Peg  and  two  sons,  Patrick, 
12,  Shawn,  8,  live  in  Pierce  I  and  look  forward  to  a  suc- 
cessful tenure  at  Governor  Dummer. 


AN  INTERVIEW  WITH  THE 
DIRECTOR  OF  DEVELOPMENT 

Editor's  note:    Stuart  Chase  was  appointed  Director  of 
Development  in  September,  1980.  He  comes  to  GDA 
from  a  fifteen  year  career  in  public  relations  and  fund 
raising  at  Morgan  Memorial  Goodwill  Industries,  Boston. 
He  and  his  wife,  Penny,  have  four  children,  live  in 
Hingham  (friends  of  the  Joe  Cook  '53  family  and  other 
GDA  alumni  from  that  area)  and  are  "anxiously  looking 
forward  to  moving  near  school. "  He  succeeds  Scott 
Lothrop  '53  who  is  director  of  the  Planned  Giving  Pro- 
gram at  Bradford  College. 

Q.       Having  been  at  GDA  for  three  months  how  do  you 
"prioritize"  the  school's  needs? 

A.       Without  a  doubt  the  school  needs  to  raise  more 
money.  Money  for  annual  operating  support,  for 
capital  expansion  and  improvement,  and  for  en- 
dowment. Compared  to  other  schools,  and  I 
believe  it's  fair  to  do  that,  our  annual  fund  giving 
should  double,  our  endowment  tripled,  and,  literal- 
ly, thousands  of  dollars  need  to  be  spent  for  cur- 
riculum development  and  buildings  and  grounds 
upkeep  and  rennovation. 

Q.       How  do  you  feel  about  fund  raising? 

A.       Great  I  Fund  raising  is  good  public  relations.  Get- 
ting to  know  each  other  and  understanding  each 
other's  needs.  We  should  not  feel  guilty  or  negative 
about  "asking  for  money"  for  our  school.  We  have 
an  excellent  institution,  we  have  an  excellent  pro- 
duct. I  truly  believe  people  will  give  gladly  to  those 
organizations  they  know  about  and  believe  in. 
We  have  many  hard  working  volunteers  for  GDA 
—  the  trustees,  the  development  committee  headed 
by  Joe  Welch  '47,  Don  Palais  '45  and  the  Alumni 
Executive  Committee,  class  agents  and  the  Annual

Q.       Specifically  what  do  you  hope  to  see  accomplished 
over  the  next  6  to  12  months? 

A.       —  Hopefully  exceed  our  1980-81  goal  of  $150,000. 

—  Raise  the  remaining  $500,000  for  "Milestones" 
so  construction  can  begin  on  the  hockey  rink 
roof  and  remodeling  of  the  stone  garage  to  an 
art  center.

—  Expand  our  computer  capability. 

—  "Spread  the  word"  about  GDA. 

—  Expand  our  base  of  support  —  hopefully,  all 
alumni,  parents,  current  and  past,  vendors, 
foundations,  businessses  will  want  to  contribute. 

—  And  to  encourage  people  to  remember 
Governor  Dummer  in  their  estate  plans.

FALL  1980  ...  A  Productive  Season  For  Alumni,  Parents 


ANNUAL  FUND  OFF  TO  A 
FLYING  START 

Led  by  Trustee  Joe  Welch  '47,  P'80  &  '83,  National 
Chairman  Tim  Greene  '50,  Parent  Chairman  Ed  O'Dell 
P'81  &  '84,  and  Past  Parent  Chairman  Bill  Brine  P'80, 
and  a  network  of  parent  and  alumni  volunteers,  the 
Annual  Fund  is  off  to  a  roaring  start.  With  a  goal  of 
$150,000  by  June,  1981  well  within  reach,  the  Academy 
is  looking  to  set  new  performance  records. 

The  Fund  has  raised  (as  of  December  31,  1980)  over 
$100,000,  well  ahead  of  last  year's  record  breaking  pace. 
Going  to  a  more  personalized  approach  in  fund-raising 
efforts  is  paying  some  immediate  dividends.  At  this  early 
date,  450  alumni  have  given  over  $50,000  to  the  Alumni 
Fund,  and  current  parents  have  donated  over  $26,000, 
almost  matching  last  year's  parents'  year-end  totals. 
Parents  of  former  students  have  begun  to  contribute,  and 
it  is  expected  that  their  giving  will  increase  significantly. 

Not  shown  in  these  figures  are  pledges  made  during 
phonathons,  as  well  as  parent  solicitations  that  have  not 
yet  been  paid.  It  is  crucial  that  all  pledges  be  fulfilled  as 
soon  as  possible  so  that  the  campaign  can  achieve  its  im- 
portant goals. 

The  Annual  Fund  is  used  to  meet  the  annual  operating 
expenses  of  the  Academy  including,  in  addition  to  the 
academic  program,  sports,  the  Humanities  program  and 
many  other  co-curricular  and  extracurricular  activities. 
The  ability  of  Governor  Dummer  to  maintain  a  balanced 
budget  over  the  past  several  years  is  due,  in  large  part,  to 
Annual  Fund  successes,  and  1980-1981  is  no  different. 

The  Class  Agents,  Parents  Committee,  and  Parents 
Solicitation  Committee  have  all  been  instrumental  in  the 
progress  made  so  far  this  year.  Phonathon  volunteers, 
the  Governor  Dummer  Allies,  Trustees  and  others  play 
an  important  role  in  the  life  of  the  Academy.  Without 
these  people  it  would  be  impossible  to  have  come  this 
far;  with  their  continued  support  the  school  will  prosper 
even  further.

HOMECOMING: 

AN  ENTHUSIASTIC  GROUP  OF 

ALUMNI  RETURN  TO  BYFIELD 

October  4,  1980,  marked  the  first  of  what  one  hopes 
will  become  an  annual  event,  Homecoming.  Designed  to 
bring  alumni  back  to  the  campus  during  the  fall  season, 
Homecoming  this  year  attracted  more  than  75  en- 
thusiastic alumni. 

There  was  a  full  program  of  events  which  began  with 
the  Admissions  Office  available  solely  for  interviewing 
children  of  alumni.  This  proved  to  be  an  attraction  for  a 
number  of  families  who  took  advantage  of  this  great  op- 
portunity. Hopefully  the  Academy  will  be  seeing  even 
more  alumni  relatives  attending  Governor  Dummer  func- 
tions in  the  future. 

The  Alumni  Association  Executive  Committee  held  a 
brief  morning  meeting  in  the  Murphy  Seminar  Room  to 
discuss  the  1980-81  Alumni  Program.  Following  this 
gathering  there  was  a  meeting  of  class  agents  in  which 
the  Annual  Fund  schedule  was  revamped  in  order  to 
have  a  more  personalized  and  regular  appeal  to  alumni. 

There  was  also  a  feeling  that  the  Alumni  Fund  should 
stress  greater  participation  from  the  alumni  body.  The 
percent  of  participation  has  hung  at  about  32%  for  the 
past  three  years  and  the  group  felt  that  it  was  important 
for  the  alumni  body  to  increase  this  rate.  Comparable 
schools,  such  as  St.  Mark's,  Groton,  St.  Paul's  and 
Middlesex  who  each  have  substantially  larger  en- 
dowments than  GDA,  also  have  over  50%  Annual  Fund 
participation.  If  GDA  is  to  remain  competitive  in  the 
future,  Annual  Fund  participation  must  be  raised  to  their 
level. 

It  was  a  beautiful  fall  day,  with  the  leaves  just  ap- 
proaching full  color  and  the  sky  an  intense  blue  following 
an  early  morning  shower.  The  school  teams  all  did  well 
against  B  B  &  N  with  the  football,  field  hockey  and 
women's  soccer  teams  coming  away  with  big  victories 
before  the  alumni. 

Next  year  Homecoming  will  be  on  October  3rd  and  we 
hope  for  an  even  larger  turnout.  The  number  of  return- 
ing alumni  are  what  make  the  day  so  special,  and  if  more 
continue  to  return  Homecoming  will  become  a  fixture  on 
the  GDA  Calendar.

Although  most  of  these  conferences  were 
limited  to  five  minutes,  the  parents  were  able  to  get  per- 
sonal reports  and  impressions  of  their  children  which 
cannot  be  completely  summed  up  in  written  reports. 
Most  parents  felt  this  to  be  a  very  useful  day  not  only  in 
connecting  names  of  teachers  and  friends  to  faces,  but  in 
seeing  the  school  working  at  its  full  capacity. 

College  Counselor  Bill  Sperry  met  with  senior  parents 
for  a  discussion  of  college  admissions.  Governor  Dummer 
has  had  a  fine  record  of  college  placement  in  recent 


years,  and  the  communication  with  parents  has  greatly 
helped  in  this  process. 

Following  lunch  in  the  Alumni  Gymnasium,  the 
Governor's  sports  teams  went  into  action.  The  wind  and 
rain  storm  which  knocked  out  power  in  Byfield  and  sur- 
rounding towns  later  in  the  day,  sent  fans  running  for 
cover.  But  only  one  game  was  cancelled,  and  the  hot  tea 
and  coffee  at  the  post  game  reception  warmed  the  cold 
and  wet  parents  who  braved  the  elements. 

Aside  from  the  inclement  weather  the  day  was  useful 
for  parents,  students  and  faculty  members.  A  great  deal 
of  the  credit  for  the  success  of  the  day  belongs  to  Mark 
Woodbury  '81  and  Joanne  Leary  '81  who  coordinated  the 
Red  Key  group  of  volunteers  who  hosted  the  parents 
throughout  the  day.  Through  their  efforts  every ing  ex- 
cept the  weather  happened  according  to  plan,  and  the 
day  was  a  useful  one  for  all  involved. 


ALUMNI  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Alumni  Executive  Committee,  chaired  by  Don 
Palais  '45,  has  had  a  productive  fall  and  early  winter  and 
remains  active  in  alumni  and  school  affairs. 

The  publication  of  the  new  Alumni  Directory  at 
Christmas  was  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Committee, 
which  intends  to  publish  a  directory  every  five  years. 
The  Directory  Subcommittee  would  like  to  stress  to  its 
constituency  the  importance  of  informating  the  Develop- 
ment Office  of  new  addresses  and  phone  numbers  so  that 
the  alumni  can  be  kept  informed  of  alumni  programs  and 
events.

FALL  SPORTS 

WOMEN'S  SOCCER  HAS  FIRST 
UNDEFEATED  SEASON 

With  a  new  coach,  a  revived  offense  and  a  motivating 
phrase,  the  women's  soccer  team  became  the  first 
unbeaten,  untied  women's  sports  team  in  Governor 
Dummer  history. 

The  season  was  marked  by  a  series  of  remarkable 
achievements  and  a  strong  sense  of  team  spirit  on  the 
part  of  the  girls.  Underlying  the  13-0  record  are  the  38 
goals  scored  compared  to  only  3  allowed.  The  defense 
recorded  seven  straight  shutouts.  On  two  occasions  co- 
captain  Sally  DeGan  scored  the  game  winning  goal  with 
less  than  thirteen  seconds  left  on  the  clock;  she  set  a  new 
school  scoring  record  with  17  goals  over  the  course  of  the 
season . 

There  can  be  no  question  that  this  team  played  some 
beautiful  soccer  this  fall,  but  much  more  goes  into  an 
undefeated  season  than  great  statistics.  More  than 
anything  else,  "...  the  hustle  of  the  team  kept  it 
together  and  winning  through  good  times  as  well  as 
tough  times,"  commented  Co-Captain  Sue  Perry,  the 
stalwart  of  the  stingy  defense. 

A  great  deal  of  the  credit  for  the  successful  season  can 
also  be  attributed  to  new  coach  Bev  Guarino,  who  came 
to  GDA  with  an  outstanding  record  of  coaching  women's 
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soccer.  Her  practices  were  spirited  and  useful  and  accor- 
ding to  Perry  "...  she  worked  us  to  the  bone,  but  it 
was  worth  it  and  instilled  in  us  a  real  team  feeling." 

The  highlight  of  the  season  came  with  a  victory  over 
once  beaten  Andover  before  a  large  crowd  on  their 
Parent's  Day.  A  goal  off  of  the  opening  kickoff,  by 
Bennie  Perkins,  quickly  doused  the  fire  of  both  the 
crowd  and  the  Andover  team,  and  the  GDA  booters 
waltzed  to  a  4-0  victory  to  preserve  an  undefeated 
season. 

There  were  times,  however,  when  all  was  not  going 
perfectly  for  the  team,  yet  they  rallied  around  their  mot- 
to of  "Let's  Go  Wild"  and  came  through  when  the  going 
got  a  little  rough. 

From  manager  Jean  Bateman  to  Coach  Guarino  the 
girls  proved  to  the  GDA  community  that  women's  soccer 
has  come  along  way  and  that  with  devotion  to  the  team 
and  endless  amounts  of  hustle  and  skill  success  can  be 
achieved. 


FOOTBALL  HAS  ANOTHER 
WINNING  SEASON 

Under  the  leadership  of  Head  Coach  Ed  Rybicki  the 
1980  model  of  the  GDA  football  team  had  a  4  win  and  3 
loss  record.  There  were  a  number  of  outstanding  aspects 
to  the  Governors'  latest  winning  season  and  Coach 
Rybicki  was  certainly  pleased  with  the  performances  of 
his  players  and  the  dedication  that  was  displayed 
throughout. 

Parent's  Day  and  the  annual  rivalry  with  Groton  was 
Coach  Rybicki's  highlight  of  the  season  as  the  squad 
came  back  following  an  8-6  halftime  deficit  to  beat 
Groton  20-6  in  a  driving  rain  and  windstorm  which 
cancelled  some  other  contests.  Two  other  high  points  of 
the  year  were  the  gutsy  performances  displayed  against 
Thayer  and  Belmont  Hill,  both  of  whom  finished  the 
season  undefeated.  In  the  last  three  years  Thayer  has  on- 
ly lost  once  (to  GDA)  and  been  tied  once  (GDA),  and 


this  year  the  Governors  outscored  them  in  three  out  of 
four  quarters,  but  a  lapse  in  the  second  cost  the  school 
the  game.  And  the  loss  to  Belmont  Hill  was  very  similar. 
"Our  kids  played  well  and  with  pride  throughout  the 
year",  pointed  out  Coach  Rybicki,  who  was,  overall, 
happy  with  the  personal  and  athletic  progress  of  his 
players  through  the  course  of  the  season. 

There  were  many  individual  bright  spots  on  the  team 
this  year.  Five  foot,  eight  inch  quarterback  John  Pingree 
was  first  team  All-League.  He  accounted  for  1190  yards 
in  total  offense,  threw  nine  touchdown  passes  (which  led 
the  North  Shore  high  school  area  even  though  public 
schools  play  ten  games);  and  of  the  120  points  scored  by 
the  Governors  this  year  he  either  rushed  or  passed  for  94. 
Center  Chris  Teel  was  first  team  All-League  as  was  Paul 
Carter,  at  defensive  end  with  nine  sacks.  Keller  Laros 
was  second  team  offensive  tackle  and  Gary  Botswick, 
Andy  Morrison,  Mark  Rasbury  and  John  Parker  received 
Honorable  Mentions. 

"This  team  earned  its  winning  season,"  commented  the 
coach  "and  I  respect  our  team  because  most  of  the  guys 
went  both  ways."  The  team  ran  a  balanced  offense  with 
a  good  running  attack.  The  seniors  graduated  having 
won  70%  of  their  games  since  their  sophomore  year, 
having  committed  themselves  in  the  way  needed  to  play 
winning  football. 

Out  of  22  starting  positions,  however,  only  three 
veterans  return  next  year,  and  the  team  will  obviously 
have  a  new  look.  The  J.V.  team  had  a  strong  finish  to  a 
winning  season  by  beating  Belmont  Hill  and  the 
Freshmen  only  lost  once.  The  key  to  next  season  is 
whether  the  players  "...  can  make  the  committment  to 
offset  the  lack  of  experience.  We  will  go  back  to  basics, 
and  I  look  forward  to  another  fun  year  of  coaching. 
There  is  a  good  school  atmosphere  for  athletics  and  we 
will  continue  with  success,"  summed  up  Coach  Rybicki. 
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SOCCER  TEAM  LOOKS  TO 
THE  FUTURE 

Although  the  men's  soccer  team  had  a  disappointing 
record  of  2-8-4,  there  were  many  bright  spots  that  made 
the  season  enjoyable  and  profitable  for  all  those  con- 
nected with  it. 

The  season  opened  with  one  week  of  early  practice  in 
September,  and  at  this  point  it  became  clear  that  the 
squad  would  be  built  around  a  core  of  young  players. 
The  enthusiasm  of  these  players  and  the  strength  provid- 
ed by  a  small,  but  solid,  group  of  seniors  gave  the  squad 
a  great  deal  of  optimism  for  the  year. 

But  there  can  be  no  doubt,  however,  that  the  quality 
of  Independent  School  League  soccer  has  risen  over  the 
last  few  years,  and  this  proved  to  be  the  case  once  again 
this  year.  The  GDA  squad  performed  with  a  great  deal 
of  enthusiasm  and  dedication  throughout  a  very  deman- 
ding schedule.  Of  the  eight  losses,  four  were  by  a  one 
goal  margin,  and  the  team  was  soundly  defeated  only 
once.  Gummere  Cup  champions  Belmont  Hill  were  taken 
to  the  wire  in  the  final  game  of  the  season,  and  the  Bel- 
mont Hill  coach  marvelled  at  the  spirit  of  a  team  with 
such  a  record,  in  its  final  game. 


The  season  did  see,  however,  a  marked  improvement 
in  both  team  and  individual  play.  Coaches  Mike 
Mulligan  and  Bob  Cole  were  able  to  help  the  team 
develop  into  a  competitive  squad  that  could  play  evenly 
with  any  team  in  the  league.  Next  year's  team  hopes  to 
realize  a  better  record.  With  seven  returning  starters  this 
is  a  real  possibility,  and  with  the  enthusiasm  and  leader- 
ship shown  this  year  the  future  of  Governor  Dummer 
soccer  looks  bright. 


CROSS  COUNTRY  TURNS 
THE  CORNER 

Jogging,  running  and  racing  have  become  national 
crazes  over  the  last  few  years,  but  they  did  not  hit  the 
sports  scene  at  Governor  Dummer  with  that  same  intensi- 
ty of  enthusiam  until  this  fall. 

The  GDA  cross  country  team,  led  by  two  strong 
young  runners  and  a  depth  which  has  not  been  seen  in 
Byfield  for  a  number  of  years  put  together  its  best  season 
in  the  last  five  years.  A  record  of  five  wins  and  four 
losses  against  Class  B  (schools  of  relatively  the  same  size) 
competition  illustrated  that  Governor  Dummer  Cross 
Country  is  once  again  headed  in  the  right  direction. 
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Led  by  sophomores  Greg  Skaff  and  Andy  Barton  and 
senior  captain  Mark  Woodbury,  the  team  put  in  a  great 
deal  of  preseason  training  which  provided  the  basis  for  a 
successful  team.  New  coach  David  Abusamra  commented 
that  Woodbury  was  an  especially  "helpful  captain"  and 
that  "he  kept  the  team  together  both  on  and  off  the 
field." 

Many  people  tend  to  think  that  cross  country  is  a  very 
individual  sport  and  that  a  team  spirit  and  cohesiveness 
is  neither  essential  nor  desirable  to  have.  But  successful 
cross  country  teams  work  together,  as  do  any  winning 
teams.  Depth  is  crucial  in  this  sport  as  the  third,  fourth 
and  fifth  runners  will  win  or  lose  meets  for  a  team.  In 
Mark  Woodbury,  Chris  Ginsburg  '83  and  Phil  Parry  '82 
GDA  had  that  depth  and  enthusiasm,  and  therefore  a 
winning  season. 

The  big  surprises  of  the  year,  however,  had  to  be  Bar- 
ton and  Skaff.  Barton,  a  converted  football  player  who 
ran  an  outstanding  10:15  two  mile  race  in  spring  track  as 
a  freshman  is  characterized  by  Coach  Abusamra  as  being 
"very  tough  mentally".    He  finished  16th  in  the  I.S.L. 
meet  and  9th  in  the  Interscholastics.  Skaff,  a  transfer  stu- 
dent from  Taft  finished  4th  and  13th  in  those  meets 
respectively  with  the  team  finishing  in  the  top  half  of  the 
competition,  a  great  improvement  over  previous  years. 

The  meet  of  Champions,  which  featured  the  top  prep 
school  runners  from  all  of  New  England  was,  however, 
the  highlight  of  the  year  for  Barton.  He  finished  fifth,  on- 
ly two  seconds  off  of  second  place.  Skaff  came  in  19th 
and  there  can  not  be  any  more  doubt  that  GDA  cross 
country  is  back  on  the  map. 

Coach  Abusamra  was  pleased  that  "the  team  proved  to 
themselves  that  they  could  win"  and  was  convinced  that 
GDA  Cross  Country  has  "turned  the  corner  and  that 
with  continued  hard  work  we  will  have  many  successful 
seasons  in  the  future."

GDA  GOES  TO  GERMANY.... 
AND  GERMANY  COMES  TO  GDA 

The  experience  of  living  and  studying  in  a  foreign 
country  is  one  not  normally  found  in  independent  secon- 
dary education.  Those  students  who  want  to  learn  the 
language,  culture  and  heritage  of  another  nation  must,  in 
many  cases,  wait  for  a  vacation  trip,  a  college  term 
abroad  or  some  other  means  of  travel.  But  thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  Doug  Guy,  four  Governor  Dummer  students 
were  able  to  study  in  a  German  Gymnasium  and  live 
with  German  families  for  a  month  last  summer  and  then 
have  fourteen  German  students  make  a  return  visit  to 
GDA  for  three  weeks  this  fall.  The  exchange  program 
with  the  Gymnasium  am  Heimgarten  grew  out  of  contact 
made  by  Doug  Guy  with  Hans  Ilmberger,  an  English 
teacher  at  the  Gymnasium.  Letters  were  exchanged  bet- 
ween classes  and  hopes  of  personal  contact  were  raised. 
The  respective  teachers  worked  out  the  details  and  on 
June  14,  1980  Dave  Shula  '81,  Steve  Wood  '81,  Clare 
Putnam  '81  and  Darrah  Shula  '82  left  for  Hamburg  and 
the  month  in  Germany. 

The  GDA  students  lived  with  German  families  and 
went  to  classes  at  the  Gymnasium,  which  is  located  in 
Ahrensburg,  a  suburb  of  Hamburg.  There  is  nothing 
quite  like  complete  immersion  in  a  culture  to  enable  one 
to  rapidly  develop  language  skills.  By  the  end  of  the  stay, 
each  Governor  Dummer  student  was  able  to  manage  in  a 
normal  conversation  with  his  German  host. 

But  all  of  their  stay  was  not  spent  in  school.    Part  of 
any  direct  cultural  experience  involves  travel,  and  the 
American  students  had  plenty  of  that.  Trips  were  made 
to  Berlin,  Lubek,  Breman,  Schlesqig,  and  of  course, 
Hamburg  and  each  added  another  dimension  to  the  stu- 
dent's perspective  on  German  culture  and  heritage.  The 
Americans  could  not,  however,  let  the  4th  of  July  pass 
unobserved  and  threw  an  American  party  for  their  hosts. 

The  exchange  did  not,  by  any  means,  end  with  the 
Americans  departure  in  July.  Governor  Dummer  hosted 
fourteen  of  the  Germans  during  late  September  and  Oc- 
tober. The  German  students  stayed  in  the  homes  of  GDA 
day  students  and  attended  a  senior  English  class,  a  social 
science  class  and  a  third  of  their  choice.  This  approach 
enabled  the  students  to  gain  a  direct  scholastic  experience 
in  the  United  States  and  was  possible  because  they  each 


however,  considering  that  the  Governors  lost  high  scor- 
ing Julie  Duff,  among  others,  to  the  college  ranks. 

The  team  started  off  quickly  after  a  week  of  early 
practice  with  a  five  win  and  one  loss  record  which  in- 
cluded big  wins  against  Andover  and  Buckingham 
Browne  and  Nichols.  But  a  tough  overtime  loss  to  St. 
Pauls  in  the  rain  and  wind  took  away  a  great  deal  of  the 
season's  momentum. 

Co-captain  Tracey  Meehan  '81  led  the  team  in  scoring 
with  nine  goals  and  three  assists.  She  was,  no  doubt,  the 
sparkplug  of  the  offense  and  promises  to  be  a  fine  college 
player.  Also  being  lost  to  graduation  are  second  leading 
scorer  Antea  VonHenneberg,  goalie  Kathy  O'Leary,  who 
made  94  saves  over  the  course  of  the  season,  and 
energetic  co-captain  Joanne  Leary. 

Next  year  promises  to  be  another  strong  one  as  Sarah 
Breed,  Becca  Lapham,  Hope  Williams,  Cornelia 
Woodworth,  Jill  Demeri  and  others  return  and  as 
members  of  a  strong  Junior  Varsity  squad  move  up.  The 
field  hockey  program  is  building  in  strength  and  quality 
on  a  yearly  basis  and  the  future  looks  promising  in  all 
respects. 
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GDA  German  students  were  fortunate  to  travel 
and  live  in  Germany  last  summer. 

had  many  years  of  English  language  instruction  previous 
to  their  arrival. 

The  Governor  Dummer  Community  welcomed  the  ad- 
ditions to  the  campus,  but  quickly  discovered  that  the 
Germans  reacted  with  occasionally  abrupt  honesty  to  the 
American  preparatory  school  system.  German  schools 
have,  in  the  post  war  era,  become  increasingly  oriented 
towards  student  participation  and  self-criticism  of  the 
system  and  themselves.  When  they  first  arrived  at  GDA 
the  Germans  openly  questioned  the  relative  rigidity  of 
the  school  and  the  discipline  that  was  fostered  in  every 
aspect  of  school  life. 

The  complete  democratization  of  German  culture  in  re- 
cent years  made  it  difficult  for  the  Germans  initially  to 
believe  or  accept  the  Governor  Dummer  tradition  and 
heritage  in  the  context  of  a  very  free,  open  and 
democratic  American  society.  These  impressions  of 
America  and  independent  school  culture  led  to  many 
discussions  between  the  students  and  faculty  of  both  na- 
tions; and  although  some  felt  that  the  German  honesty 
was  occasionally  lacking  in  tact,  the  exchange  of  ideas 
proved  to  be  very  fruitful  and  rewarding. 

As  the  German  students  lived  within  our  culture  for 
awhile,  experienced  the  mix  of  discipline  and  flexibility 
and  developed  a  broader  feeling  for  American  society 
through  field  trips  throughout  Northern  New  England, 
they  began  to  accept  the  place  of  such  institutions  as 
Governor  Dummer  within  the  broader  American  context. 

The  language  department  at  GDA  is  hoping  to  con- 
tinue with  programs  such  as  this  successful  exchange  with 
the  Gymnasium  am  Heimgarten.  This  type  of  exchange 
which  involves  family,  school  and  social  experience  pro- 
vides a  new  perspective  for  many  students  on  not  only 
another  country's  lifestyle,  but  on  their  own  as  well.

To  realize  its  exciting  goals,  the  Academy  must  depend  upon  the 
generosity  of  alumni,  parents  and  friends.  Their  support  along  with  a  hos 
of  others  through  their  bequests,  will  determine  what  the  Academy  will  bi 
in  the  days  to  come.
